The sharpness of the day had liron^lit to tiie 
streets tliousands of shnppern and prjnienud- 
srs, and the<li'i>wd thoughlessly rushed to 
the s^enoof the (Ire.

Patrol No. 1 wan on the scene, 
but no ropo wus stretched and ib.<* people 
crowded by hundreds into Wie r.as'row alley 
snd pushed up close to the house, from 
which the cries of injured people within 
could bo plainly heard—moans and shrieks 
mingled with the hoarse calls of tho firemen, 
Iho clanging of the alarm bells on the en- 
gines, and the murmuring of the crowd. 


A Second KxiiloKion. 


Tlio fire was almost under control.

|n i iple were standing around laughing and 
talking; a lad was proudly holding <i team

patrol wagon was ttunding idly near the 
bcene. The alley was crowded with lookers- 
jn, many of whom Mere turning to go home.

A sheet ol' fiame burst from the 


liuiMin^ at tho northwest corner of Noble 
and Wall alleys. A great mass of bricks, 
liuiiuN, and stone that thirty seconds before 
had been a two-story brick building flew 
uith terrible force, through the air.

Thy scene that followed was terrible. The 


people iled shrieking in all directions.

Men N i t h 
foreheads ami 


•houlders dabbled with blood staggered from 
among tho debris. A woman enveloped in a 
sheet of fiame, bareheaded and frenzied, ran 
bhrieking from the house acnss the alley. A 
man dashed off his overcoat (Uid ran 
to 


throw it around her. A fireman who held 
the no/.x.lo of a hose saw hor danger and 
lunied the stream on her. It knocked her 
lown but saved her life. She was lifted 
from the ground and hurried into a neigh- 
boring house. .Every inch of clothing had 
been burned from her down to her waist. 
Her name was 1'et Merrotte. 


Six ]>cn<l and Thirty InjurfMl. 


An old man, venerable, with white hair 


mid beard, was dug from the ruins and hur- 
ried to a place where medical assistance 
could be given him. His beard was covered 
with bloud and he seemed to he dying. But 
saddest of all, a tearless mother, with her 
heart frozen by fear and grief, staggered 
from the ruins holding tight to her heart the 
t>(jemingly lifeless form of her ^month-old 
babe. 


Six lives were lost and thirty people were 


injured. Five dead bodies were taken from 
the ruins, two of those of an unknown mail 
and an unknown babe. The infant child 
of Charles Kerry was dashed from its moth- 
er's arms by the force of tho explosion and 
ulmast immediately was run over and killed 
by a fire department team which was run- 
ning from the building.

! Noble alley which leaked. 
The ground was 


fro/.en and the gas, seeking its way out, 
went by the easiest way and of course 
entered the cellar. It has no scent and its 
presence could not bo detected. It satur- 
ated the building.

The force of the explosion in the Merrotte 


and Bowers house took a westerly and north- 
' ly direction and scattered bricks and lum- 
ber and lathing for a distance of twenty 
feet. The side of the Merrotte house was 
blown out, and the roof, freed of its sup- 
port, fell over and lay hanging from the top 
of the house to the yard below. 


Everything Blown to Chips. 


The exploding vapor after doing its terri- 


ble w'ork on the south siSe of Noble alley 
leaped over to the north side, of the alley and 
| completely destroyed the house at !M West 


I Noble, occupied by Edward Otstot and Mr. 


James. This house is similarly constructed 
with the one opposite, being a one-and-one- 
half-story brick with three rooms down and 
two ap stairs. Here the terrible force of the 
exploded gas was shown. Everything was 
blown to chips. A force of workmen at 
work for a week could not reduce the house 
to kindling wood so thoroughly as did the 
explosion in one short moment. The explo- 
sion was upward, as bricks, doors, window 
Bushes, lathing, siding, etc., were piled in a 
heap all about the building and only a dozen 
feet from it: The house shot up and parted 
like a piece of firework, falling back as do 
tho sparks from a rocket parted into myriads 
| of pieces,

Four Hours Spent in Talk and Great Dl- 


vemlty of Intention Shown, but the Al- 
dermen Seem Slightly Nearer the Adop- 
tion of a Plan. 
Cyclones are always described as being 


preceded by a peculiar feeling in the.atmos- 
phere, an oppressiveness, that fills every 
one with uncertainty, and dread, as if some- 
thing was about to happen of which the 
outcome was in doubt. That was the feel- 
ing in tlie council room last night for two 
hours bel ore the special meeting for tbe 
consideration of the sewer ordinances was 
called to order. The aldermen gathered in 
groups of two or three, and created little 
whirlwinds of discussion, that seemed but 
precursors of a great funnel-shaped cloud 
that was about to swoop down and take 
possession of the council chamber. 


The aldermen bad many lively debates 


about different phases of the question. The 
mayor was on hand early and leading Aid. 
Finn to one side engaged him in a close and 
earnest conversation that lasted three-quar- 
ters of an hour. 


It was not until 8:,!0 that City Attorney 


McDonald made his anpttarauco with an 
armful of papers. The documents wure 
the sewer ordinances. Soon after tb« coun- 
cil wascalled to order and City Clerk Bet- 
zer proceeded to read about "said st-wer," 
"said slant joints,'' "said stwcr pipe," "said 
section," "said apecincatious," "said pro- 
files,'' ttc., until he was so hoarse that hia 
voice sounded like that of the double-dy<xt 
villain in a melodrama. 


Three ordinances were presented. 
They 


provided for wliat is known as the Union 
street, Jasper street and VVykoff sewors. 


THK FIRST STUML' 


the aldermen ran against was the provision 
about how the improvements should be paid 
for. 
The ordinances declared they were 


local improvements, and W«M to be paid for 
by special assessments on property bene- 
fited, such benefit to be determined by 
commissioners appointed by tlie court. The 
aldermen geuerallj understood that ^."> per 
cent was to be paid by the city from the 
general fund, ami that had been agreed 
upon by them. Now when the ordinance 
came before them with that 
provision 


left out, three or four aldermen were ready 
to oppose it altogether. The idea was ex- 
pressed that the amount to be paid by the 
city was to be left to the commissioners. 
The city attorney said he and others had 
concluded that the ordinance could not say 
25 per cent should be paid from the general 
fund, but it could say "not more than 75 
per cent should be paid by special aisess- 
inent." 
That was an explanation that 


didn't explain. 
Evidently the aldermen 


suspected a trick. 


Aldermnn Moran nt oace introduced a 


resolution that the amount paid by general 
taxation should not be hss than ;« percent 
of the whole cost. 


Then the trouble began. Alderman Gra- 


ham thought too much was left to the co<n- 
missioners, and that it was a backhanded 
way to get a result that was decidedly sus- 
picious. 


Aid. Finn spoke in the same stiain. 
He 


said he came prepared lo oppose any ordi- 
nance that sought to saddle 75 per cent of 
the cost on the property owners, and he 
would he against it for all time. Fifty per 
cent would be about right according to liis 
notion. The plan now proposed was unlaw- 
ful anyway. 


Aid. Graham said he thought the bent 


thing now was to lease the matter to the 
commissioners. 
He had concluded that 


was a safe way. 


Aid. Scanlan said the commissioners 


should be trusted to tix the amount the city 
should pay. If they siid the city sliuild 
pay more than '.;."> per cent he would proba- 
bly be against letting a single contract. 
Aid. Sh; e uuk r thought it strange with all 
the investigation that had been made by the 
city attorney it had not been discovered 
that the e.wt amount to be paid by the 
city could not be inserted in the ordinance. 
He thought the whole thing had been 
agreed on, but now he was surprised and 
disappointed to see the matter come in all 
upide down. He hoped the question had 
bten settled. 


Aid. Graham said he was "one of the 


committee that went skylarking around for 
legal advice,'' and he was so surprised to 
see the way things had come up that 
didn't think he would recover for a day or 
two. He had been told the city could pay 
•25 per cent of the cost, but now he was told 
the law was there, but the meant) for en- 
forcing it was not. 


While he was speaking Attorney 1. K. 


Mills, who was present as advisor of the 
city attorney, interrupted by expressing a 
desire to explain the matter to him. 
Mr. 


Mills then made a statement and atterwards 
answered questions from all the aldermen. 
He said l he commissioners would be ap- 
pointed to assess the benefits on the prop- 
erty. 
If the ordinance should say 215 per 


cent, should be paid by the city, the com- 
missioners might find that the balance, 75 
per cent., would be a greater tax on the 
property than it would be benefited, whereas 
the special assessment law says the amount 
assessed against each piece of property 
shall not exceed the benefit it receives. The 
amount to be paid by the city, and the 
amount to be paid by the property owner, 
must be left to be determined by the com- 
missioners, wlio shall determine what bene- 
fit each property holder receives, and fix his 
tax accordingly. He thought the ordinance 
might say that not over 75 per cent, should 
be assessed against the property. 


Aid. Finn said, among other tilings, he 


supposed 
the commissioners appointed 


would be fair men, and if they were they 
would see that the city should pay more 
than 25 per cent. ; therefore he was willing 
to leave the matter to them. 


Aid. Scanlan said there was one thing he 


was certain of, and that was that the com- 
missioners would say the. city should be 
made to pay no more than 25 per cent. 
That they might find out just what proper 
tion the city would be required to pay, he 


he be allowed Id say a few words. He 
then suppa^ed a case, and asked the city 
attorney a question. The attorney an- 
swered at some length, anil then followed a 
series of questions and counter questions, 
between the attorney and Mr. Muzzy, that 
was listened to until the mayor suggested 
that some headway be made. 


Tbe mayor's repeated suggestion to do 


something, tbe resolution of Aid. Moran 
presented an hour and a half before, was 
taken up. The resolution was lost. 


Aid. Finn moved that in the ordinances 


provisions be inserted to the effect that no 
contract should be let until the assessment 
roll to be made by the court's commissioners 
shall be confirmed by the court, but no ap- 
peal from such order shall operate to stay 
the letting of any contract. 
The object of 


the amendment is to prevent the letting of 
the contracts before the council shall know 
just how much the city is going to be made 
to pay. 


The Union street ordinance was then read 


by sections. Aid. Harwood made several 
suggestions, and asked several questions, 
but lie was answered every time by Aid. 
Scanlan with the statement that everything 
was just as Williams had planned it, and it 
that was wrong it was the engineer's fault. 


When the section providing the manner 


of paying for the improvement was reached, 
the trouble about that broke out afresh, and 
a seemingly endless discussion followed. 
Attorney Mills and Citv Attorney McDon- 
ald both stated that ttie wording of that 
very section had been passed upon by tin 
4upr>-ine court and had stood, while ani 
other might not. 
Still some of the alder- 


men feared advantage of it might be taken 
to make the property owners pay the whole 
cost. Aid. Finn suggested an amendment. 
Finally the matter was dropped, aud tin 
reading of the ordinance was finished. 


It was then 10 minutes of 12, and a mo- 


tion to adjourn passed unanimously. 


As the aldermen left the hall they wen 


given formal calls to attend a special meet- 
ing at 9 o'clock Monday morning to consider 
the sewer ordinances and matters relating 
thereto. It is understood that the ordinan 
ce-i read last night will come up then ano 
an effort will be made to pass them. I 
seemed from the tone of the remarks at the 
close (hat an agreement could be reached, 
in which case the ordinances will be passed 
and the work begin this summer. 
The 


Broadway sewer ordinance will be present- 
ed also.

The plan for a sewerage system adopted 


in Hie ordinances now drawn up, is prac- 
tically tlie one prepared for tlie city by 
Benezette Williams, of Chicago, in 18M, 
This sewer agitation b''gan alwut that time, 
tinder Mayor Chambers' adminis'jation. 
The city had put down at 
the public rx- 


pense a few sowers, but they were generally 
disconnected and built without reference to 
any general system. 
There is now on 


Broaday 2,000 feet of 18-inch sewer built In 
1878 that will be taken up when tho new 
one is put down. 
Seeing the need of some 


systemntic plan in the matter of sewerage 
building, the city employed Mr. Williams 
to design a complete system of sewerage for 
the city. 
lie is a man who has done noth- 


ing else for 20 years and is a recognized 
exjiert. 
In bis cflloe lie keeps several 


assistants nil the time. 


Mr. Williams worked for nearly six 


months on Ueoatur's plans. 
He was aided 


by G. V. Loring, then dty engineer, who 
made most of the levels for him and estab- 
lished the street grades. 
Mr. Williams 


went at his work In a scientific way, and 
according to known principles. Ttie wholu 
watershed to be drained a'ld the average 
ntiufiill was secured. 
Then lie made an 


estimate of the probable sewerage to conn 
troui each lot, not only at the present, but 
in the futuie, when the city is thickly built 
up.
